Prob- 
lems and needs of the college were 
emphasized. Mrs. C. H. Roberts, 
of Corslcana, was the next speak- 
er, and told of the college's con- 
tribution to the Baptist church.

Roberts pointed out that the 
college stands for democracy, as 
does the church; that it embodies 
religious education;

Formal 
opening of the newly

Methodist 
church scheduled fgr 
Sunday morning, recalled numer- 
ous interesting—bits of historical 
data, relative to the church and 
others in and around Corslcana, 
to the mind of Judge C. L. Jes- 
ter, Saturday. 


According to Judge Jester, the 


first church was 
built, on the 


present site In 1871, a wooden 
structure, and was 
replaced by 


the present edifice in 1896. The 
first, pastor 
was 
Rev. Horace 


Bishop, and the original church 
was completed in time for the 
first state democratic convention 
in Texas after the Civil War. Mr. 
Jester said that it was through 
the 
democratic candidates who 


were nominated in Corslcana that 
the "carpet-bag" government was 
wrestled 
from 
the 
republican 


party. The nominee was Richard 
Coke, who was elected. 


Another peculiar Incident of the 


convention, Judge Jester explain- 
ed, was that Roger Q. Mills, fath- 
er of Major Charles H. Mills, now 
living in Corsicana, and H. H. 
Willie, of 
Galveston, father of 


Ase H. Willie, of Corsicana, were 
nominated as candidates at,large, 
and were both elected. 
This convention was referred to 


as the "Flea Convention," as at 
that time there was no hog law, 
and the fleas 
from 
the hogs, 
which wallowed under the build- 
ing, were a continual source of 
annoyance to the delegates. 


The old bell, which will call 


church together Sunday for the 
first time in several years, was 
first installed in the old original 
church, and later transferred to 
the new one. The exact date the 
old bell was 
installed Is not 


definitely known. 


Judge Jester further stated the 


property the church Is now on, 
was obtained from the original 
town 
commissioners about 
1851. 


The title of 100 acres of land now 
covered by the city, was deeded 
the commissioners, and sold by 
them to defray the expenses of 
the city, except In cases of giving 
land to churches, and other public 
enterprises. 


The first church in the city was 


built by the Cumberland Presby- 
terian denomination, sometime in 
the fifties, and other denomina- 
tions were permitted to worship 
there.

The president estimated the aid 
required in meeting the Interest 
and renewal of railway securities, 
together with their other obliga- 
tions during 1932, would range 
from $300,000,000 to $400,000,000. 
Estimating that as nyjch as $60,- 


000,000 might be provided by the 
Railway Credit Corporation, the 
president stated "recourse to the 
reconstruction corporation by the 
railroads will be much less than 
was originally thought." 


Commentina; on the scries of 


railway conferences climaxed by 
one at the White House late yes- 
terday with 15 outstanding rail- 
way chiefs, Mr. Hoover raid "tne 
co-ordination 
of programs 
and 
policies has been arrived at by

The president, in his statement 
said: 


"I have held a number of con- 
ferencea for survey of the rail- 
way situation and for determina- 
tion of general policies In respect 
to the railroads.

"Of this amount the Railway 
Credit Corporation will provide a 
minimum of from $50,000,000 to 
$60,000,000 and it is assumed that 
many bank loans will be contin- 
ued in the nuormal way.

Cherrls was taken for a ride 


here the night of last August 30.

McGanegal, at odda with the 


law most of his adult life, was 
convicted In 1915 of the murder 
of 
R. C. Brownlee in 
Dallam 


county and sentenced to 50 years. 
He was granted a parole some 
time ago by Governor Ross S. 
Sterling, but It recently was re- 
voked, leaving him compelled to 
re-enter prison to serve the rest 
of that sentence—some 35 years. 
State's Star Witness 


The ace prosecution witness in 


his trial for the murder of Cher 
ris was Jack Jones. Jack Jones 
named himself, his brother C. A. 
(Keggy) Jones and McGanegal as 
the three who picked Cherrls up 
on a street corner here the night 
of August 30 and identified Mc- 
Ganegal as 
the 
actual 
slayer. 


Jones, himself under indictment 
•in the killing, testified McGane- 
gal shot Cherrls to death after 
the latter, a police character, had 
drawn his own weapon.' The three 
men took the body to the Brazos 
river near East Columbia, weight- 
ed it and dumped It in, the wit- 
ness said. 


"Keggy" Jones, . ex-convict and 
gangster, and 
his 
wife, Jane 


Jones, were shot to death 36 
hours after 
Cherris had been 
slain. They 
were 
murdered in 


their fashionable apartment here 
by one or more men. 
The authorities, considering the 


double murder in reprisal for the 
Cherris killing, caused the indict- 
ment of W. 3. (Shilo) Scrivnor, 
alleged bank robber and Cherrls' 
known Intimate. Scrivnor was ac- 
quitted of killing Mrs. Jones, • but 
awaits trial for the murder of 
her husband.

Defense Attorney Abe Wagner 


pleaded for mercy for his client 
and attacked credibility of the 
testimony of Jack Jones, refer- 
ring to him as "Little Llly-White 
Jack." State attorneys had de- 
scribed Jack as a "youth new to 
crime who had found it didn't 
pay and came before the court 
with truth on his lips." 


While Wagner was talking one 


juror leaned forward and asked:
